In the hopes that Hoffa can old him In connection 
with pending prosecution In Alnbama and Louisiana, it is alleged 
that Partin may attempt to assert that his to^rffnony against 
Hoffa wan fabrication supplied him by WnltejJ^ieridan, former lJ 
aide to Senator Robert Kennedy. Davidson <llii not know how 
Partin was depending on any help from Hoffa, but noted that on 
two occasions prior to his incarceration, Hoffn received phone 
Calls from Partin, both of which were recorded by means of 
"tape." The Teamsters are currently In possession of theoo 
tapes. During these telephone conversations, 1‘nrtln Is alleged 
to have pleaded for Hof fa’s assistance to keep him (rartln) 
from facing a long prison sentence. Hoffa lc alleged to r 
have, adylecd Partin to "aimply tell the truth." 

Davidson stated that a magazine believed to be 
//''Life" has set aside in trust sixty-five or seventy-five thousand 
dollars for Partin’s children In accordance with terms of nn .

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mentioned this trust, Indicating that the money would be lost 
It ho states that hie testimony was false.
